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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendment filed on 2/20/09 has been entered. Claims 1 and 
3-6 have been amended. No claims have been cancelled. Claim 7 has been 
added. Claims 1-7 are still pending in this application, with claim 1 being 
independent. The previous rejection has been withdrawn. No new rejection could 
be made. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art does not suggest or disclose the claimed subject matter. More 
specifically the prior art does not disclose an intense pulse light device having a 
light filter section aligned around the reflection mirror while forming a 
predetermined space therebetween and the flashlamp and the light filter section 
being relatively rotatable.
